The contention of the members of the 
Massachusetts militia is that the war 
department should have made a distine- 
tion in setting forth such conditions and 
placed the criticism where it belonged, 
and not included all of the troops en- 
gaged.

SHOULD BE LIBERAL 
TO AID WATERWAYS 


WASHINGTON—“The United States 
will have to grow more liberal in the 
way of appropriations for waterways, if 
it expects to keep pace with foreign 
nations,” is the way John A. Fox, special 
director of the national rivers and har- 
bors congress, talked today. 

“Because of the lack of adequate 
funds, waterways in America have de- 
teriorated during the past century as 
compared with the work done by foreign 
countries,” declared Mr. Fox, “Germany 
has spent something like $2,000,000,000 
upon its system of waterways and 
France has expended about $750,000,000 
since 1814. Yet our whole country has 
spent only $587,000,000 upon all of the 
waterway projects that it has under- 
taken both inland and on its coasts.”

REBEL UPRISING 


BUENOS AIRES, via Galveston, Tex. 
—A despatch from Aauncion (Paraguay) 
announces the complete defeat of the 
revolutionists.

ON BRITISH BUDGET 
AND SUFFRAGETTES 


American Author Doesn’t See 
How the Former Can Fail 
and Declares the Latter Are 
Bound to Win. 


NEW YORK-—William Dean Howells, 
recently returned from abroad, in refer- 
ring to present discussion of the budget 


in England, said, during a special inter- 
view: 

. “Those who are opposed to the budget 
in England put it down as socialism. 
It is simply a matter of taxing these 
dukes and belted earls who have never 
paid their share of the taxes before. I 
don’t see how it can fail to win. But 
who knows? I see by the papers this 
morning that there has been some rumor 
of the King interfering or intervening. 
Just what that could mean, I don’t 
know, 

“The whole situation is serious, for if 
the Lords should throw out a bill of the 
Commons providing for funds, according 
to the immemorial rights of the Com- 
mons, it would be extraordinary. It 
would be an overturning of things and 
mean, in any event, a general election. 

“If socialism arrives, it means the 
quiet abolition of everything that 
monarchy stands for. 

“Last year we saw the great suf- 
fragette procession. I never heard any 
reason Why women should not vote. 
I have heard of pleas why they should 
not, but no reasons. 

“That big suffragette procession was 
one ff the most impressive things I 
ever saw. There were about 10,000 
women in it, marching down Picadilly, 
and the most respectable looking women, 
old and young, and occasionally quite 
a venerable one. , 

“They will have the ballot; it can- 
not be otherwise. That my judg- 
men. I don’t know how it can be helped, 
and I think they will have it here, but 
it will be much later. It has got to 
come.” 

Mr. Howells dwelt upon the cheapness 
of motor hire in England and told of 
very pleasant trips he has taken by this 
means.

“The Moros have 
representative government or the mean- 
ing of independence, having no word in 
their language to give it expression, We 
have not yet built up a state or reached 
the mass of the people in any general

The Chamber of Commerce committee 
has prepared a pamphlet explaining how 
various industries in Massachusetts ara 
hampered by the taxation laws now on 
the statute books, and presenting the 
committee’s chief arguments in favor of 
the proposed changes. 

In this pamphlet it is declared that 
the system of taxation in this state sat- 
isfies nobody; that it operates unequal- 
ly; that it handicaps industry, actually 
driving away capital which with only 
fair treatment would gladly seek invest- 
ment here, and that it retards commerce, 
with the result that unnecessary barriers 
exist which must be removed before a 
fairer distribution of the burden of tax- 
ation can be secured. 

Citing what are asserted to be three 
examples of unfair discrimination, it 
points out that machinery and stock in- 
trade are here taxed so heavily as to 
hamper business development, whereas 
other manufacturing states practically 
exempt machinery and impose only the 
lightest taxes on merchandise; our tax 
on growing forests aggregates more than 
the value of the timber when cut, thus 
resulting in deforestation, and our tax 
on personal property operates unequally, 
resulting in the double evil of unjust 
discrimination and the escape of much 
of such property from all taxation what- 
ever. 

The pamphlet in addition points out 
the fact that the justice and necessity of 
constitutional provision permitting the 
reasonable classification of property for 
the purpose of taxation has been recog- 
nized by the supreme court of the United 
States.

reported for the corresponding 1907 period, the showing is highly 


satisfactory. At the present ratio of increase the record figures of 
past periods of prosperity will be overtaken and distanced very soon. 

The outlook tor the country along material lines could not well 
be brighter than it is today. Apparently there is not a cloud upon 
the horizon. There is opportunity for all, and we shall be an 
ungrateful and an undeserving pebple if we fail to recognize its 
source and to acknowledge it with thankfulness.

The Hon. George Fowlds, New Zealand's minister of education.
